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LEGISLATIVE HAPPENINGS 
DURING LAST WEEK — GEN- 
ERAL NEWS OF THE CAPITAL 
CITY 


The Debate on the Speech from 
the throne has occupied practically 
the whole time during the first week 
of the session, only a few routine 
matters being disposed of. 

In recent years some outcry has 
been raised against the “waste” of 
time so employed. Some legislatures 
attempted to shorten the debate, 
notably in Saskatchewan, but with- 
out the best results. 

Historically, the debate was used 
to demonstrate Parliament's inde- 
pendence of the king. Each session, 
His Majesty was accustomed to send 
certain requests to his lawmakers. 
They listened respectfully but before 
getting down to the king’s business 
they discussed diverse matters of 
importance to the people. 

It is true that the Legislature no 
longer fears the domination. of the 
king but another power is now en- 
croaching on its functions. Form- 
erly legislation was initiated in 
Parliament and given to the Execu- 
tive to administer. But more and 
more the Executive has come to pro- 
pose cut-and-dried legislation which 
the legislature merely ratifies. The 
debate on the address gives the 
back-bencher his chance to make a 
more positive contribution to the 
government of the country. For a 
week he has a mind of his own and 
is more than a mere voting machine. 

There are styles in speeches from 
the throne according to the political 
strategy of the party in power. The 
Liberals from 1905 to 1921 prefer- 
red a brief, terse statement which 
referred to as much proposed legis- 
lation as possible but which was 
non-committal about why and how. 
This left nothing for the critics to 
attack: they had to be content with 
demanding explanations, which the 
government provided only when it 
was ready. The U. F, A. govern- 
ment employs a different line of 
strategy. Mr. Brownlee’s method 
is evidently to refer only to main 
lines of legislation. But these mat- 
ters he treats, in the king’s speech, 
with considerable detail and the 
members are given a better idea of 
the government policy. 

This type leaves certain omissions

The speech of the new Conserva- 
tive leader, D, M. Duggan, was of 
interest as a statement of party 
policy. Mr. Duggan emphazied two 
‘main points: highways and tax re- 
duction. He advocated an expendi- 
ture of $25,000,000 on highways in 
the next five years, the revenue 
from gasoline taxes and licenses to 
be employed against the expendi- 
ture. At the same time the removal 
of the supplementary revenue tax, 
(1,166,900 in 1929), would return a 
part of the surplus to the people, 
(This suggestion should gladden the 
hearts of municipal authorities in 
Alberta). He touched on other 
points: he is generally in agreement 
on the Naéural Resources settlement 
but feels that some features are not 
in the best interests of the people; 
he favors the retention of the local 
school board for administration; 
and he believes that power the 
great problem to be dealt with at 
present. 

Mr. Hoadley replied, gently chid- 
ing Mr. Duegan for his inconsist- 
ency in asking great expenditures 


and at the same time demanding 
reduction in taxation and public 
debt. 


Mr. Shaw leader of the Liberals 
made his keynote speech on Wedn 
day. He attacked the Farmer party 
because of the great increase. in 
taxation and debt since 1921. He 
was not inclined to give all the 
credit for the resources settlement 
to Mr. Brownlee and company: the 
Liberal government at Ottawa had 
done its share. 

Mr. Shaw attacked the govern- 
ment on its weak policy in educa- 
tion. He demanded a Civil Service 
Act and the upward revision of 
salaries of civil servants. 

The Liberal leader ended his 
speech by advising Mr. Speaker that 
he now resigned as leader of the 
Liberal party though he would con- 
tinue as House Leader during the 
present session, The announcement 
caused no sensation had been 
unofficially known earlier. Mr. 
Brownlee rose immediately after Mr. 
Shaw to reply to the criticisms of 
the opposition lenders He showed 
the impossibility of reducing taxa- 
tion at the present time especially 
when increased expenditures are de- 
manded, Point by point he answer 
ed his opponents stating the govern- 
ment position. 

Outstanding among a number of 
thoughtful speeches was that of Mr. 
Hector Lang (Lib.) Medicine Hat on 
the Baker School Bill, Mr. Lang 
will rrobably be the leading critic 
on education this session as he was 
last session. The rural schools must 
be improved but this can best be 
done by increased supervision and 
by a province-wise salary schedule, 
He is in favor of tax equalization 
but Baker Bill gives too much power 
to the Department of Education. 

The member for High River (Mr, 
Sam Brown) gave the paragraphers 
of the city dailies a chance to make 
merry when he suggested that pro- 
vision should be made to prevent oil 
companies from erecting derricks in

the farmer’s front yard. Perhaps 
there is more to the request than 
the clever boys think. 

In the meantime, the probable 


election is not being forgotten, An 
executive meeting of the Libe 
has taken preliminary steps to call 
a Provincial Convention to choose a 
successor to Mr, Shaw. Since Mr 
G. Hl. Webster was present, the wise

International Cons‘derations | 

Winnipeg, Feb. 10—(By Cana- 
dian Press.)—Thousands of grain 
growers on the Canadian prairies to- 
day turned their eyes toward Lon- 
don and . Washington, For the 
moment, wheat quotations, almost 
at rock bottom on grain markets, 
lost their attraction. Pressing 
thought of Canadian bins, burdened 
with unasked-for wheat, gave way to 
more international considerations. 

At the capitols of United States 
and Britain, new chapters may be 
written during the next few days in 
the drama of golden grain—a story 
that has reached a critical point for 
the North American continent. 

Plans for a British imports board, 
it is understood, are to be outlined 
today to parliament at London. Such 
a beard would, according to prev- 
iously expressed Labor party views, 
supply the needs of the British 
people for wheat, Today the United 
States Farm Board is scheduled to 
consider organizing a stabilization 
corporation to go into the wheat 
market and act as it saw fit. Opera- 
tions of any such board will be 
intimately associated with the pro- 
gress of the Canadian Wheat Pool, 
and the destiny of the 140,000 farm- 
ers it represents.

SHAW RESIGNS AS 
LIB, LEADER 


Edmonton, Feb, 5,—Capt. Joseph 
T. Shaw, provincial Liberal leader in 
the Alberta Legislature on Wednes 
day announced his resignation from 
that position, giving as his reasons, 
the continued pressure of his private 
law practice. 

In making his announcement at 
the close of his address in the debate 
on the speech from the throne Mr. 
Shaw said: 

“There one matter, somewhat 
personal in character with which I 
wish to close. As honorable mem- 
bers well know, I am engaged for a 
livelihood in the practice of law. To 
achieve even the slightest measure 
of success that profession requires 
of its followers the most unremitting 
care and continuous attention. It 
has been well said, ‘the law is a 
jealous mistress.’ 

“Combined with the tasks that 
political leadership imposes, my 
position has become too onerous for 
me to bear, with the consequent re- 
sult that I cannot do full justice to 
either, As a result I have, after the 
most anxious consideration and with 
great reluctance, presented my 
resignation as Liberal leader to the 
appropriate organization, 

“To prevent any misapprehension, 
may I say that my association with 
my Liberal colleagues in this house, 
and with Liberals throughout the 
province has not only been harmon- 
ious, but it has been for me a happy 
and pleasant experience indeed, 1 
only regret that 


this action on my 
part has become necessary 
“May I say, too, that my col 


leagues have requested me to act as 
house leader during the remainder 
of the session. This I have gladly 
consented to do, I shall endeavor, in 
deference to their wishes, to serve 
them in this capacity to the best of 
my ability.”

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STATEMENT ISSUED BY THE 
CANADIAN WHEAT POOL 


During the last few days there has 
been a great deal of comment _con- 
cerning the Wheat Pool in Canada, 
our position, the wheat. situat’on 
f nancial matters and the troubles 
of Canadiin steck brokers have b en 
so intermingled under — startling 
newspaper headings that the ven-ral 
public may have a confused idea of 
the present position of the Wheat 
Pool. 

In order to make our members in 
the country fully aware of the facts, 
we are now giv’ng a summary of our 
present position with reference to 
recent acticn of the Provincial Gov- 
ernmen's. 

As a background, it should be 
étated that the Canadian Wheat 
Poo's, as an organization acting in 
the interests of the producers is con- 
vinced that prices quoted for wheat 
at present are below a fair valua- 
tion of the wheat and not a just re- 
turn to the producer, it should be 
distinctly understood, however, that 
the Pool is not following a policy of 
attempting to hold up supplies of 
wheat. We are still following the 
same basic marketing policy of prev- 
ious years, of always offering to sell 
when fhere is an actual demand for 
wheat.

Wheat Pools are not financially em 
barrassed in any sense of the word. 
Our customary margin with the 
banks is now being maintained, as 
it has in the past, solely upon the 
intrinsie value of our stocks of 
wheat. However, in addition to our 
usual security for loans, there is 


now the assurance of the provincial 
srovernments that the chartered 
banks of Canada need lose no sleep 
oer cur 15 per cent excess 
ateral security. 

The world wheat situation is such 
that we are fully satisfied that our 
marketing policy is sound and we 
have every confidence that when 
the present abnormal conditions are 
cleared away cur actions will result 
in greatly increased prosperity fo 
Western Canada, 

Throuchout the whole of this dif- 
ficult marketing situation which the 
Pool sales department has h 
face the most remarkable featur 
undoubted!y the splendid attitud> 
adopted by Pool members through- 
out the prairies. 

The loyalty and faithfulness of 
the Pool members, the wonderful 
morale they are displaying and the 
eonf'dence they show in their organ- 
ization is a glowing tribute to the 
fibre and stamina of the Canad’an 
farmers. We thoroughly apprec'ate 
this spirit, and it is for that reason 
that we are making this statement. 
We wish to take the Wheat Pool 
membership into our confidence and 
assure them that the present situa- 
tion is not ene to cause serious 
worry or doubt as to the outcome. 

We are confident that at an early 
date there will be an actual demand 
for Canadian wheat, and as scon 
as this demand will carry with it 
prices which will pay our farmers a 
reasonable return, your wheat will 
be successfully sold, and the pur- 
chasing power of Western Canada 
will be greatly enhanced. 

To sum up, then, as Charles Dun- 
ning said yesterday, there is no 
oceasicn for alarm over the wheat 
marketing situation.

It was not until about the middle 


of the nineteenth century that the 
real nature of plant dis« began 
to be understood. Organisms had 
previously been found associated 
with diseased conditions, but the 
general interpretation was that 


over-nourishment, or some environ- 
mental condition, upset the normal 
physiological processes of the plant, 
and resulted in a break-down of the 
tissue. From such disorganized 
tissues a lower type of life was sup- 
posed to arise. In other words, the 
disease was supposed to produce the 
organism rather than the organism 
the disease. About 1860, incon- 
trovertible evidence was procured to 


show that organisms caused plant 
diseases, and it is interesting to 
note that this epoch-making dis- 


covery was made in connection with 
cereal rusts,

A great difficulty that the swine 


breeder who raises cross-bred hogs 
has to contend with is the necessity 
of continually buying new founda- 
tion stock for breeding purposes un- 
less he resorts to breeding his 
cross-bred, sows which is an unstable 
policy to follow and will finally 
lead to a class of undersirable hozs 
for which there is little demand and 
so discourage the breeder that he 


will consider it unprofitable to breed 
swine,

PREPARING SEED GRAIN 

The preparation of grain for seed | 
should begin before harvest. While | 
the grain is still standing impurities 
can be noted which will not be visible 
in the threshed grain, These im-| 
pur'ties can either be rogued out or 
portions of the field which can clean 
may be cut and threshed separately. 
When threshing, the work of clean- 
ing grain may be lessened consider- 
ably by saving the best and plump- 
est grain as it is delivered by the 
machine, Different portions of the 
field may give a different quality 
of grain. The best should be saved 
for seed. In threshing, care should 
be taken noe-fo crack the grain or 
peel the hull from barely or oats as 


this often causes a loss in per- 
centage germination and damaged 
kernels are difficult to remove from | 
sound grain by any cleaning ap- | 


paratus. Before commencing to 
clean grain for seed, care should be 
taken to have the mill perfectly free 
from all seeds, If properly operated, 
most cleaners will do good work 
and, if care is taken at threshing 
time to select the best and cleanest 
grain, the work of the fanning mill 


mov he lessened and better work 
may be expected. 
Grain saved for seed should be 


stored in a clean, dry bin which will 
remain dry. Excess moisture wil 
cause heating and heating may in- 
jure the germination, 

Wheat, oats, and barley should be 
treated for smut. This can be done 
successfully with either formalin or 
copper carbonate dust. Formalin 
can be used for any grain while cop- 


per carbonate should be used only 
for wheat, hulless oats, or barley. 
For the “Loose Smut” of wheat, the 


het water treatment is the only one 
to use, It is desirable to use copper 
carbonate whenever possible as the 
treatment can be made at any time 
before seeding and does not affect 
the germination. Grain treated with 
formalin should be sown as soon as | 
possible after being treated as 
standing after this treatment often 
causes poor germination. { 


NAVAL TREATY TO LAST TILL 
1936, G. B. AIM 

London, Feb. 7.—Premier Mac- 
Donald in a statement issued today 
said the British government pro- 
posed that the naval treaty to be 
drawn at London should run until 
1936, and that in 1935 a further con- 
ference should be called to review 
the existing world situation. 

Premier MacDonald issued a 
statement setting forth the general 
British attitude toward the naval 
conference. 

“His majesty’s government be- 
lieves that the London conference 
ought not on'y reduce existing 
fleets and bu'lding programs, but 
put an end finally to competition in 


naval armaments and thus con- 
stitute an important step towards 
the ultimate elimination of the 


causes of war and the establishment 
of peace on unassailable founda- 
tions,” the statement said. 

Great Britain proposes the aboli- 
tion of submarines. If abolition 
cannot be agreed upon, the British 
government will propose limiting 
submarines rigidly to defense re- 
quirements, and in any case will 
press for the limitation of sub- 
marines to the lowest possible limit. 

Capital Ships 

Great Britain proposes that the 
number of capital ships assigned to 
the signatories of the Washington 
Treaty be reached within 18 months 
of ratification of the London Treaty. 
No replacement of existing ships 
should take place before the next 
conference in 1935. 

Great Britain also favors reduc- 
tion in the size of capital ships from 
35,000 tons to 25,000 tons and of 
guns from 16 inches to 12 inches. In 
British opinion the age length of 
battleships should be increased from 
20 to 26 years. 

Great Britain hopes for an ex- 
change of views on the whole sub- 


ject of battleships. “Indeed,” said 
the premier, “the British govern- 
ment wishes to see an agreement 
whereby battleships will, in due 
time, disappear altogether as it con- 
siders them a very doubtful propo- 
sition in view of their size and cos! 
and of the development of the ef- 
ficiency of air and submarine at- 
tacks.”

In sitting, the forward bend should 
be from the tps, the head and body 
should be in a straight line, with the 
feet resting evenly on the floor. In 
lying, the body is stretched out, not 
bent, constant lying on one side is 
avoided, a low pillow, or no pillow 
at all, is used. 

To secure and maintain good 
posture, the body must be given at- 
tention. The muscles of the back 
and the abdominal muscles are not
